The remains of an east-west fence were found 
seven feet south of the corner and a newer 
east/west barbed wire fence with the remains of 
a woven wire fence was found nine feet south of 
the corner. No evidence of a north/south fence 
was found. In 2009, Darren Norrington also 
searched for a monument at this corner and he 
set the rebar based on a calculated position of 
the southeast corner of Section 21 per the plat of 
Porto Bello Estates (Reference Survey ID 
000061), the stone found at the center of Section 
21, additional monumentation found along the 
north/south center of section line, and a capped 
Jones rebar on the south line of Section 21 per 
(Reference Survey ID 000084). The plat of Porto 
Bello Estates indicates that a 2” rebar found 835 
feet west of the quarter corner is on the south 
line of Section 21, but according to the Norrington 
survey, the rebar is 4.86 feet south of line. 


The SNA rebar was accepted by the Monroe 
County Surveyor Review Board on January 12, 
2010. On the 2013 plat of Dillard Minor 
Subdivision (Reference Survey ID 000088 - 
Instrument Number 2013011722), Douglas Curry 
of Bynum Fanyo and Associates indicated that 
he set a rebar at this corner based on the % 
rebar found 835 feet west of the quarter corner 
and other monumentation found per the plat of 
Porto Bello Estates. Mr. Curry's survey did not 
include a Report of Survey or indicate if he was 
aware of the SNA rebar. We found a 5/8” rebar 
with a yellow plastic cap stamped “BYNUM 
FANYO 890006” 0.45 feet above grade, 0.42 feet 
North 58 degrees West of the SNA rebar.
